THE CHRISTMAS SPIRIT 


W 


E have once more come tc the time of year when men ac- 
tually shnnk from doing many things which they have 
no hesitation in doing all the rest of the year. For in- 


stance, they are not so • ligfcf in their bargainings at the Christ- 
mas se'asen as they .ire at other times. They are more charitably 
inclined in their wens. They are more kindly disposed 
toward 


their fellow men. 


The difference is so marked that the woild actually frowns on 


the man who is inclined to scoff at the ' Christmas spirit" as a 
piece of mawkish sentimentality. It is just as much the custom 
right now to deal fairly and act kifdly as it will he a little later on 
to do questionable things in a trade or to scowl at a child that 
gets in the road. 


It is a hard thing, it is true, to try to change human nature But 


if human nature has softened up enough to accept 
the spirit of 


Christ for its face value for three or four days or, mayhap for two 
weeks, the latter part of each December, why isn't it possible to 
extend the time limit9 


It is said America is a nation of timber and mineral and land 


thieves; a land of venal voters and corrupt legislators; of corpor- 
ations so powerful as to be beyond state and federal control, of 
tax-dodging millionaires, of $10,000 ape dinners and starving 
children. 


All these things, of course, are in direct contravention 
of the 


spirit of Christ. All of them are undemocratic. All of them vio- 
late the form and substance of the Golden Rule. All of them breed 
envy and strife and hatred and make foes of those who otherwise 
would live together in peace and brotherly love. 


The Christmas spirit runs directly opposite to the spirit of the 


above. The two are in eternal conflict. It is unfortunate that the 
spirit of Christmas should only rule for a few days, or at most for 
a few weeks each year, while the spirit of greed and envy and 
strife prevails the rest of the time 


Wouldn't it.be lots better if we turned this order squarely 


around? Wouldn't it be better if we did our hating and cheating 
and lying and murdering—if we have to do such things—in a per- 
iod of two weeks and let the Christmas spirit prevail for the other 
fifty? 


Haven't we gone far enough and learned 
enough since that 


glad Natal Day more than 1.900 years ago to be willing to substitute 
the Christmas Spirit, the Spirit of Fraternity, of Friendliness and 
Unselfishness for the spirit which has already ruled too long in our 
lives?
